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SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


To the citizens and taxpayers of Rutland ; 

The selectmen have drawn one hundred and eighteen 
orders on the treasurer, in amount $9,395.59, apportioned 
as follows: new roads, $2,862.06; iron bridges and abut- 
ments for same, $1,287.16; reform school, $155.28; county 
tax, $563.45; poor expenses — salary of overseer, taxes on 
farm, insane poor, etc. — $1,170.09; leaving amount paid 
for salaries, taking grand list, legal expenses and other 
tniscellaneous current expenses, $3,357.55. 

HIGHWAYS ASD BRIDGES. 

The continued rapid growth of the town has made a 
demand for new streets fully equal to, if not in excess of, 
that of former years. The selectmen have opened and built 
nearly four miles of new streets since the last annual report. 

Hast street has been extended and worked from Green 
street to Jackson avenue. Land damages: to Peter Fagan, 
$200; to Gershom Cheney, $50, paid. Engrem avenue has 
been extended easterly to the west line of Thos. McMahon’s 
lot. Land damage to Peter Fagan, $20, paid. 

Park street was laid out in 1883, four rods wide. It had 
been encroached upon until at some points it was but little 
more than half its former width. We have resurveyed and 
relayed it on the original boundaries as near as could be 
ascertained. Temple street lias been resurveyed, opened 
and worked from Main street nearly opposite Kendall 
avenue, easterly to Woodstock avenue. 

Vermont street, or Kendall avenue as it is now 
called, has been opened and worked from Church street to 
Main street. 
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Lincoln avenue has been opened and worked northerly to 
Kendall avenue. 

Nichols avenue has been laid from West street to Kendall 
avenue, but not opened; will have to be built the coming 
season. Land damage to the owners of the Brown home- 
stead, $1,200, not paid. There are subscriptions to apply 
toward this of $400, from parties interested in the road. 

Burnham avenue has been laid from Main street to Lin- 
coln avenue, and opened and worked to the line of Nichols 
avenue. No land damages. 

Elm street has been extended to Kendall avenue, but not 
opened. No land damages. 

Three new roads have been laid and built at Sutherland 
Falls, and the road near the new cemetery altered and 
widened. 

The west portion of the road at Center Rutland, south of 
the railroad and running easterly from the quarter line, has 
been discontinued and relaid further south, and the new 
road built by the V t. Marble Co. without cost to the town. 

Ross street, in West Rutland, has been relaid, extended 
and worked. 

The road near the Manhattan quarry, in West Rutland, 
has been extended northerly up to Whipple Hollow until it 
strikes the cross road near the Esperanza quarry, opened 
and worked. Land damages paid by parties interested in 
the road. 

All the new roads, except those at Sutherland Falls, have 
been built under the supervision of selectman O’Rourke- 
They are better made than those heretofore built by con- 
tract and have cost less. 

The bridges over Moon Brook, Strong’s avenue and Main 
street, became unsafe and have been replaced by iron bridges 
and the abutments rebuilt. Cost of bridges and abutments, 
$689.35. 

The bridge on Marble street, near the depot at West 
Rutland, although rebuilt but a few years ago, broke down. 
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and on examination was found to be rotten and worthless. 
As this bridge is very near the water and in view of the 
large amount of travel over it, both by team and on foot, 
the selectmen decided to replace it with au iron bridge with 
sidewalk on each side. Cost of bridge $505.36. The 
expense in building this bridge was greatly enhanced by 
the peculiar way in which the stream crosses the road, it 
being at an angle of nearly 45 degrees. These bridges were 
built by Mr. M. A. Nash of Fort Edward, N. Y. They are 
wholly of iron, the only wood about them being the 
planking on the roadway. 

The bridge on River street, over the railroad tracks, 
authorized by the town one year ago, lias not been built. 
We have as yet been unable to make such terms with the 
railroads as to sharing the expense as we thought just. Plans 
and estimates have been prepared, showing that the total 
cost will be about $6,000. The large yearly growth of the 
village, south and west of the railroad, makes a safe cross- 
ing at this point more and more of a necessity. 

HIGHWAY TAX. 

The highway tax was collected in money last year, same 
as for the two previous years. An amount of labor and 
materials has been expended oil the highways outside of the 
village largely in excess of what would be possible to obtain 
cut of a labor tax. It would be a great mistake for the 
town to return to the old system of highway taxation. 

COUNTY TAX. 

The county tax of $563.45, due June 1, 1883, was paid 
by order on the treasurer. The tax due June 1, 1884, will 
amount to $353.53. 

TOWN LIQUOH AGENCY. 

Mr. E. C. Lewis, who had been the liquor agent for the 
past twelve and a half years, resigned the office last May. 
The county commissioner appointed Mr. Geo. W. Chaplin 
in his place. The absence of liquor agencies in nearly all 
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the other towns in the county has occasioned larger sales at 
the Rutland agency than heretofore. The business, in the 
hands of the present agent, has been conducted in all 
respects to the satisfaction of the selectmen, and the public 
as well, so far as we know. 

TOWN HALL. 

The old spruce floor in the town hall had become badlj r 
worn and would very soon have had to be relaid. The 
selectmen made a contract with Messrs. Wood & Crockett 
to lay a new hard wood floor of matched stuff, which will 
last for a life time. The cost, about $325, to be repaid to 
them in rent of the hall. The receipts from the hall for 
year ending February 1, were $406.50; expenses, $219.83; 
paid to town treasurer, $100; leaving cash on hand, $11.67. 
In addition to this, the floor was about one-tlnrd paid for. 
In this way the hall will pay for the floor and leave the 
building in better condition for renting than before. 

DOGS. 

Three hundred and ninety-one licenses for dogs were 
issued in 1883; in amount, $452; town clerk's fees, $45.85; 
paid for damage done by dogs: to M. Newton, $15; to L. 
F. Goodrich, $19; to H. E. Seward, $6; to A. S. & J. W. 
Cramton, $21; to A. B. Reynolds, $8; costs of adjusting, 
$13.40; total damages and costs, $82.40; net income to the 
town, $323.75. 


INSANE ASYLUM. 

There are three insane paupers at the asylum chargable 
to Rutland at $2.50 each per week, in place of five at date 
of last report. 

REFORM SCHOOL. 

There are seven boys at the reform school from Rutland 
in place of six one year ago, at a cost to the town of fifty 
cents each per week.

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CEMETERIES. 

The old West street cemetery has been cleaned up and 
the fence repaired, rebuilt where needed and painted. 

The Whipple Hollow cemetery has been cared for in like 
manner. 


FINANCIAL. 

Two thousand dollars of seven per cent town bonds 
became due last July. The tax voted at last town meeting 
was not sufficient to pay them with other due liabilities. 
They were paid for from the proceeds of ten new one thous- 
and dollars, five-twenty, five per cent bonds, which were 
sold at par. 

There are eleven thousand five hundred dollars of six per 
cent town bonds which will fall due next July. A moder- 
ate tax — 40 or 45 cents — will pay the ordinary town expenses 
and pay these bonds at maturity. 

MEMORIAL HALL. 

The town at the last annual meeting passed a resolution 
instructing the selectmen to obtain a site and build a 
Memorial Hall, and appointed an advisory committee of 
five, to wit: Gen. E. H. Ripley, Ex-Gov. Proctor, Judge 
Yeazey, Rev. Charles Boylan and Mr. W. H. Woodward, to 
act with the selectmen. 

A great many different lots have been urged upon the 
committee, and every suggested site, and many others which 
have not been publicly named, have been examined, prices 
obtained, and everything pertaining to the subject carefully 
considered. 

The selectmen did not feel authorized to take from the 
amount voted — $25,000 — such a sum for the site as would 
require a further appropriation by the town to complete the 
building. 

The limited amount at our disposal has been fatal to 
some otherwise desirable sites. The committee have felt 
that a few months of delay was of small consequence in a 
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matter of this kind, but have endeavored to the best of their 
ability to make no mistake, and not to select a location 
which would prove to be undesirable. 

They finally decided, by a vote which was made unani- 
mous, to purchase the Holmes lot on West street, at a cost 
to the town not to exceed $4,500. Subscriptions, which 
are good, have been made sufficient to make up the balance 
of the price — $8,500. One-half of the subscriptions are 
now in the hands of the selectmen. $2,608,30 has been 
paid out of the Memorial Hall Fund towards the purchase, 
and deed taken. There is a mortgage on the premises 
amounting, February 22, to $5,641.70, held by Mr. H. H. 
Dyer. Mr. Dyer has given a contract that he will take the 
amount of his claim on the first of July, next, and discharge 
the mortgage. $11,000 of the Memorial Hall fund, now in 
the treasury, is drawing six per cent interest. 

The lot purchased is 134 feet on West street, by 216 feet 
deep. It can be enlarged by purchase of adjoining territory 
on either side, east or west, for which the committee hold 
the refusal at reasonable figures, if the town shall so vote. 
The ground is elevated and sightly. The cost of grading 
will be small. The soil is dry. It is as accessible to the 
whole people as any lot in town. Summer street can be 
opened through to West street at small expense if thought 
best, thus making this lot a corner lot. 

Several requests have been handed in and articles have 
been placed in the warning which will bring this whole 
subject before the town meeting.

Overseer’s Peport. 


To the Citizens of Rutland: 

I have drawn orders on the treasurer during the past 
year for the support of the poor, in amount $9,164.59. 
All bills are paid to date. Live stock, etc., lias been sold 
from the farm to the amount of $569. There has been 
received from G. P. Harris & Go., for work on chairs, done 
by inmates of poorhouse, $42.53. There has also been 
purchased for the farm, one pair of horses, two cows, and 
one two-year-old, at a cost of $327, leaving net expenditures 
$8,226.06. The household stuff has also been largely 
replaced with new during the year. 

There has been more calls for help during the past winter, 
in consequence of greater scarcity of work and unusual 
amount of sickness, than at any other time for the past six 
years. There were twenty-six inmates at the farm one year 
ago; five have been admitted during the year, three have 
died and one has been discharged, leaving twenty-seven now 
at the poorhouse.

Town Agent's Report. 


There were at the March term of the Rutland county 
court, pending and entered at that term, ten cases, viz. : 
Sheldon v. Rutland, Mullin v. same, Mullin and wife y. 
same, Roberts v. same, Tracy v. same, E. M. Tower v. 
same, State v. Ferry, State v. Mumford, State v. O’Brine, 
and State y. Mori arty; two of which were disposed of — 
State y. Mumford and State v. Moriarty. 

Trial was had in the case E. M. Tower v. Rutland, by 
which the plaintiff recovered $220. Exceptions were taken 
by the town to the supreme court, January term, 1884, 
where the judgment was reversed. 

At the September term there were three new cases: F. 
Billings y. Rutland, State v. Scanlon, State, v. Cummings. 

A nolle pros, was entered in State v. Cummings. The 
cases of D. F. Mullin v. Rutland, Mullin and wife v. Rut- 
land and Lee Tracy v. Rutland, were discontinued. 

In the court of chancery, iu the ease of H. L. Gleason v. 
S. Hayward, guardian, there was a settlement arrived at by 
which the town received a mortgage of $1,200, the interest 
to be used in supporting the pauper children of Josiah 
Hulett. 

The case of Mrs. Tower is the only case ponding against 
the town for highway damages. 

The case of Franklin Billings is one to recover land 
damages for widening Park street. 

There are two bills of costs of about $150, secured by 
recognizance, which are good and will be collected. 

The class of appeals from justices, as a rule, are cases 
that ought never to have been prosecuted. 

The town has now less litigation than it has had in a 
number of years.

Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


The public schools have fully maintained the standard of 
efficiency during the present year which they reached last 
year. This is not high praise, but it is encouraging to 
know that if they have not yet attained a high standard, 
they are, nevertheless, moving in the right direction. 

Public sentiment with reference to the schools has under- 
gone some salutary changes during the last half dozen 
years, and mnch of the advance in the cause of popular 
education may fairly be attributed to this fact. I think I 
may also say that the supervision of the schools, which I 
confess has been far from perfect, has been an important 
factor in making our schools what they are. But no super- 
vision can make good schools without the co-operation of 
the people, or in opposition to public sentiment. 

The irregularity of attendance this year, as in years gone, 
has been a great detriment. It is, in fact, the greatest 
obstacle with which I have had to contend; but in this we 
have improved a little on the work of last year. I shall 
endeavor at an early date to present the figures and facts 
bearing upon this point, so that all who are interested in 
the subject may see the evils of keeping the children from 
school. 

The school buildings, as a rule, are in excellent condition, 
I doubt if another town in the state has so good build 
ings, generally. There are, however, a few that need exten- 
sive repairs, or else should be rebuilt. That in district No. 
3 is a good building and well equipped, but it is too small. 
Another room should be added, and the school should then 
be divided and graded. 

The lower room of the building in district No. 14, is ill- 
arranged and insufficiently lighted. The upper room is a 


pleasant one, but the stairs are miserable, and the noise 
of the pupils going up and down them is a great annoy- 
ance to the school in the lower room. Both rooms should 
be furnished with new desks and seats, teachers’ desks, 
and cap and cloak rooms. There should also be another 
room. At the present time there are one hundred and 
fifty-four pupils enrolled in this school. It is scarcely 
necessary to say that three rooms and three teachers, at 
least, are necessary for that number. 

The building in district No. 7 has been somewhat 
improved during the year, but it is too small. Here are 
enrolled four hundred and tliirty-four pupils, in six rooms 
and with six teachers, which gives an average of seventy- 
two pupils in each room. This building should have three 
additional rooms at least. 

The desks and seats in one of the rooms in district No. 1 
are not what they should be. 

The building in district No. 21 has three rooms and a 
small recitation room. Here two hundred and forty pupils 
have attended during the present year under the instruction 
of Prof. Dana and three assistants. Two additonal rooms 
should be added. 

The building in the central district enjoys, and justly, 
too, the reputation of being the worst in town. This 
school occupies first one end and then the other of the old 
town hall building at West Rutland, so that I am never 
sure of finding the school on first trial when I visit it. The 
school seems to have been kept in one end of the building 
as long as the teacher and pupils could stand it, and then 
to have been moved to the other end, seemingly in the hope 
of finding better quarters. This school has been unfor- 
tunate in this respect for several years. The desks and 
seats are wholly unsuitable, and the general appearance of 
the rooms is not such as to create a great desire on the part 
of the pupils to attend school. I therefore trust that the 
wealth and enterprise of this district may, to a proper extent, 
be applied to the providing of better quarters for the pupils 
who attend here. 
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In all of tlie other districts the buildings are in excellent 
condition, and the desks and seats are satisfactory. Some 
need wall maps and a few other simple appliances, which 
will doubtless be supplied in due course. 

The one thing most required is great care in selecting 
teachers. Some of the districts have had good teachers 
during the year, while others have had inferior ones. The 
evils of changing teachers every term has been manifest in 
several districts, and it seems to me that it is about time to 
stop this experimenting. Hire good teachers and retain them. 
Then see to it that the children attend the schools which 
have been provided for them. There is a popular fallacy 
that this matter of attendance interests the parents and 
guardians only; but such is not the fact. Every taxpayer 
in the several districts has an interest in it, and has a right 
to demand that the school which he helps to support shall 
be attended by the children of the district. 

It will be seen from the accompanying tables — one refer- 
ring to the graded district, and the other to those out- 
side of the graded district — that 1,169 pupils have attended 
in the graded district, and 1,576 have attended in the other 
districts, making a total of 2,745 pupils. When we con- 
sider tli is great number of school children it will be admitted 
that their proper education cannot safely be neglected. 

During the year eight pupils have died — two in the 
graded school, and six in the other schools. This number 
of deaths is equivalent to one in three hundred and fifty-five, 
which is a very small ratio, and speaks well for the health- 
fulness of the schools generally. 

I have made over three hundred visits during the year, 
and if the supervision of the schools has not been all that 
could have been desired, it must be attributed to lack of 
ability, and not to lack of purpose, to do well by them, I 
cannot properly close this report without mentioning the 
encouragement and support which I have uniformly received 
from the patrons of the schools and the public generally.
